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PREFACE 


The momenious events of the past few years have 
greatly quickened the consciousness of mankind. They 
have also stimulated a vast curiosity, a yearning to know 
and to understand the modern world in all its complexities. 
In India. faced with the question of winning her freedom, 
the desire, if anything, is even more pronounced and 
widespread. This little book is written in the hope that 
it may in a small way help the reader to meet this need, to 
understand the world around himself. | 

_ I have called it a Political Study Syllabus, becatse it 
deals mainly wih international affairs, political and social 
theory and the great progressive movements that are seek- 
ing to reshape the world. But it will be seen that quite 
a number of allied subjects are also touched upon. At 
least some of the more important books of cultural, literary 
and sociological interest are included, as also those on 
economic history. In several cases Biographical Notes and 
Literary Footnotes have been added. As far as I know 
there is no book in the English language, printed in India 
or abroad, that conforms to this plan or furnishes all the 
information, in an easily classifiable form, as will be found 
here. The section on India is naturally bigger than that 
of other countries, but for this I need make no apology. 


Some years ago in a book entitled What To Read I 
had made a similar effort. It received a welcome beyond 
my expectations, both from the press and the public. The 
edition was sold out in a very short time and it has been 
out of print since. From many letters I have been able 
to gather, that it had been of use not only to individual 
readers but also to study cireles, libraries and to book- 
sellers, and the demand for it has persisted. The pre- 
sent effort is not a revision of my earlier book. but rather 
a new book, with a number of new sections and features, 
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and over twice its size. A wearying and prolonged illness, 
with its enforced leisure, has alone made it possible to 
complete it. 


The Syllabus has been divided into two parts. 
The first deals with international affairs and in 
it will be found material on the various countries of the 
world. The second part is concerned with political and 
social theory, Capitalism, Socialism, and other ‘isms’ and 
‘wasms’, A consideration of the Labour, Peasant, 
Women’s Youth and Co-operative Movements follows 
next. Finally there is a section on Other Subjects giving 
essential background books on social sciences and sne on 
important Books of Reference. 


The books have been chosen with great care and I 
have naturally striven to select only the best. Differing 
standpoints are invariably represented, as they should be 
in a study syllabus. Since books on Labour, Peasant, 
Women’s and Youth movements are given separately, they 
are not included in their respective countries over again, 
in order to save space. A detailed Contents will, I hope, 
facilitate easy veference. |

The emergence of a new institution in international 
politics—the Foreign Correspondent, has been one of the 
notable developments of the past two decades. The credit 
for this must, in a large measure, go to the U.S.A. There 
are some hundreds of Foreign Correspondents on the 
track of news, in every part of the world, whereas at the 
turn of the century there were but a handful. Their 
efforts have resulted in a remarkable popularisation of con- 
temporary political and social history. A few among them 
have made outstanding contributions. A much larger 
number have produced bright, racy and highly readable 
reports of their experiences. It is no easy task to pick 
and choose from the vast array of books in this field. 
Absolutely the two best are Men and Politics by Louis 
Fischer and Days of Our Years by Pierre van Paasen. 
Others like Insamty Fair by Douglas Reed, In Search of 
History by Vincent Sheean, and Way of A Transgressor 
by Negley Farson stand in a class by themselves. Front 
Page Europe by Denis Weaver Journey Among 
Warriors by Eve Curie, Epitaph For Europe by Paul 
Tabori, and Brave Men by Ernie Pyle are vividly written 
chronicles. Other books by Douglas Reed (Disgrace 
Abounding, All Our Tomorrows etc.,), Pierre van Passen 
(This Day Alone), Vincent Sheean (Between the Thunder 
and the Sun), Negley Farson (A Trarsgressor in the 
Tropics), make most interesting reading. Besides these

Sir Surendra Nath Bannerji, My Infe: A Fragment by 
Maulana Mohomed Ali, Life of C. R. Das by P. C. Roy, 
J. N. Vata by F. R. Harris are other well-known studies. 


Raja Ram Mohan Roy by S. D. Collett, though written 
many years ago, is still the best short book on the Father 
of Indian Nationalism. Much interesting material will be 
found in the Ram Mohan Centenary Volume, edited by 
Ramanand Chatterji, especially the notes of Mr. Amal 
Home.

The Golden Book of Tagore edited by Ramanand 
Chatterji, a book of worldwide appreciation, was present- 
ed to him on his 70th birthday. Of equal interest are the 
special Tagore numbers of the Vishwa Bharati Quarterly _ 
and of the Calcutta Municipal Gazette, both hard to obtain.

Those on Assamese, Indo-Anglian, Telegu and 
Bengali literatures are out. The last by Anada Sankar 
and Lila Ray is of outstanding interest. (International 
Book House: Bombay).

Chang is another interesting study. A shorter one is Ge- 
neralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek by Phillip Paneth. The 
Soong Sisters by Emily Hahn gives the lives of Mesdames 
Sun Yat-Sen, Chiang Kai-Shek and Kung.

SOCIALISM 


To the question: ‘What books must one read on Soci+ 
alism,’ the typical ‘capitalist’ answer is, that there is no 
such thing as Socialism—there are numerous varieties of 
it and some of them are even at loggerheads with one 
another. How far is this true? 

While the central idea of a society in which exploita- 
tion and poverty have been banished and in which the 
instruments of Production, Distribution and Ex hange are 
socially owned and controlled, has endured through the 
ages, there is no one single body of doctrine, to which the 
name of Socialism can be exclusively applied, except, of 
course, in a general and composite sense. But far from 
this being a paralysing weakness, it only shows the vitality 
of Socialist thought and its essentially democratic and 
libertarian message, which has refused the strait-jacket 
of a rigid and hidebound dogma. It has also continued 
to grow all the time, and has thrown up variants in 
different countries, in accordance with the local circum- 
stances. 

A review of the various trends is a fascinating. study 
by itself and serves, if anything, to emphasise the nume- 
rous common points and the common heritage of Socialist 
thought. It is best, therefore, to begin one’s study of 
Socialism by making its history the, starting point of one’s 
quest.

MARX AND ENGELS 


Differing schools of Socialist thought have drawn 
inspiration from the great contribution of Marx and 
Engels. A popular introduction is Life and Teachings of 
Karl Marz by Max Beer, (Allen & Unwin), 3/6. Before 
turning to their major works it will be best to go through 
The Communist Manifesto by Marx & Engels (1848), 3d., 
Wage Labour and Capital (1849) 4d. and Value, Price & 
Profit (1865) 1/-, both by Marx. His most important 
work is:

It is interesting to note that during the lifetime of 
Marx only the first volume was published. Volume II 
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Capitalist Circulation and Volume III, Capitalist 


Production As A Whole, were edited and printed by 
Engels after the death of Marx. The material for 
the Second Volume was reasonably complete, but the 
Third volume had to be very painstakingly assembled 
and pieced together from many writings, written at 
different times. Engels’ devotion and industry are 
without parallel in literary annals. Volume IV was 
edited by Karl Kautsky in German, but has not still 
been translated into English. Reading these three 
volumes of Capital is no easy task and will eall for 
much patience and concentrated study. This is parti- 
cularly true of volumes II and III. For those who 

'may wish to follow the line of least resistance there 
are three books that attempt a simplified summary, 
of these all important but rather complex books.

There is a large volume of literature critical of . 
Marxian theories. Since the publication in 1909 of 
Bernstein’s Evolutionary Socialism a whole school of 
thought known as Revisionism grew up in Germany, 
seeking to revise Marx. Friendly but critical: com- 
ment is offered in Historical Materialism and the Hcono- 
mics of Karl Marz by Benedetto Croce and in Karl Marz 
by H. J. Laski. For out and out hostile criticism see Karl 
Marz and the Close of His System by Boehm Bawerk. 


LENIN 


Lenin’s writings are now available in a Selected Edi- 
tion of 12 volumes, (Martin Lawrence), 6/6 each. .Among 
his important works are: The State and the Revolution, 
Imperialism, Left-Wing Communism: An Infantile Dis- 
ease, and On Religion.

‘“M. Proudhon has the misfortune of being peculiarly 
misunderstood in Europe. In Franee, he has the right to 
be a’ bad economist, because he is reputed to be a good 
German philosopher. In Germany, he has the right to be 
a bad philosopher, because he is reputed to be one of the 
ablest of French economists. Being both German and 
economist at the same time, we desire to protest against 
this double error.’’ (p. 25).

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THE YOUTH MOVEMENT 


The literature on the Youth Movement lies buried 


largely in the files of Journals, scores of them, printed in 
all countries of the world. The number of books on the 
Youth Movement is surprisingly small. The following re- 
presents a selection , of the more important ones among 
them. 


It is as well to notice that the Youth Movement to- 


day is not an integrated phenomenon. It has so many 


different aspects. The international aspect was getting 
to be the most important, especially after the First World 
War of 1914-18. The idea that the youth of all countries 
should unite in one great international movement, to put 
an end to War and to usher in a new social order, for a 
time seemed to have gripped the mind of the post-war 
veneration in Hurope. \ A number of important Interna- 
tional Youth Conferences helped to strengthen this view. 
The rise of Fascism, however, gave a set back to this 
tendency. Mussolini first, and then Hitler, realising the 
tremendous significance of the Youth Movement became 
its ardent protagonists in their own countries and gave 
it a ‘‘nationalist’’ orientation. 

‘‘Catch Them Young’’ became a universally popular 
slogan with governments of the leading countries, most 
of whom started youth organisations under state auspices. 
Their activities include types of physical education, mili- 
tary training, facilities for travel, ete.

The Co-operative Movement celebrated the centenary 
of its birth on December 21, 1944. A hundred years from 
that date, the Rochdale Pioneers—28 poor weavers of 
Rochdale, Lancashire, England with a capital of £28 
(subscribed in small weekly instalments) founded the first 
co-operative union. From this very modest beginning, the 
movement has grown to impressive proportions. Today 
nearly half: of all familes in Great Britain belong to it. 
(Nine million members from five million families). In 1948, 
it had a turnover of £202,000,000 and produced in fac- 
tories owned by itself things worth £61,600,000. The 
Co-operatives controls 10 per cent of England’s retail 
trade and 12 per cent of all her food. It is backed by its 
own bank, insurance society, steamships and employs over 
300,000 persons. ‘“‘Shop at the Co-op.’’ has been an in-' 
ereasingly popular slogan. 

The most spectdeulalr developments have, however 
been in the Seandinavian countries especially Sweden and 
Denmark. It has helped their Socialist Governments 
largely to abolish poverty, unemployme:t and glaring 
inequality in wealth and strengthen the democratic way 
of life. 


In India, its progress under foreign rule has been 
disappointing. But the future remains.

At the outbreak of 
the World War II in 1939, 141 National Unions and Fe- 
derations with an aggregate membership of 72 millions.
